eview of the Saratoga Sales 


332 Yearlings Sold for $2,095,500, Average $6,312 


The conjecture among consignors and 
those who just like to guess at futures 
was that the yearling market at Sara- 
toga this summer would be stronger than 
last year’s, and would show an upward 
trend despite a decline of nearly 10 per 
cent at the earlier Keeneland auctions. 

This belief was based on several factors: 
Henry H. Knight's Almahurst consign- 
ment offered a group of yearlings such as 
is rarely assembled by a single breeding 
establishment. including many horses from 
such former Keeneland headliners as Elm- 
endorf Farm and Coldstream Stud; the 
extreme heat (as much as 103 degrees) 
during the Keeneland sales had induced a 
lassitude among the buyers and indeed 
had kept some of them away from Lexing- 
ton entirely; and there seemed to be an 
unfilled demand for high-class young 
racing prospects. 

These factors. and others, did combine 
to boost the Saratoga yearling market to 
a level comparable to that of boom-year 
1946. 

The crisp. invigorating Saratoga weath- 
er left buyers nothing to wish for on that 
score. The Almahurst consignment looked 
as good as it catalogued. Men with money 
to spend for yearlings arrived early at 
the Fasie-Tipton Company’s sales grounds 
and tirelessly scanned the offerings; more 
yearlings were shown to more people than 
at anv time within recent years; even the 
less prepossessing yearlings were pa- 
raded frequently. A large consignment 
from abroad sold beyond general expecta- 
tion. In addition to the Almahurst lot. 
several other American breeders had bet- 
ter than usual consignments.

At the conclusion of the auctions. 332 
yearlings had changed hands for $2.095.- 
500. an average of $6,312 per head. This 
was more money. in the aggregate, than 
had ever been spent at Saratoga, and 
provided the second-highest average in 
the history of the Saratoga auctions. 

In addition to the regularly catalogued 
yearlings. four others were sold as part of 
the High Acre Farm dispersal. If these 
are included in the final summary, the 
336 yearlings brought $2.099.200. average 
$6.248. In addition, there was one resale, 
which was accounted for in the proper 
session summary. 

The success of the Saratoga auctions can 
be laid to the higher quality of offerings 
than usual, to the acceptance of the Aga 
Khan’s foreign-bred yearlings, to an ex- 
ceptionally strong interest in fillies, and 


of course to the presence of buyers intent 
on acquiring horses. 


The average quality of the Saratoga 
offerings has been showing gradual im- 
provement, though there still remain some 
weak spots. However, it is not likely that 
a consignment such as the Almahurst 
group will be available for quite some 
time, representing as it did a combination 
of Coldstream, Elmendorf, and Almahurst. 
This selection of 47 yearlings brought 
$682.700, average $14,526, and represented 
32.5 per cent of all the money spent at 
Saratoga. Four major consignments—Alm- 
ahurst. Glenangus, Nydrie, and the Aga 
Khan—accounted for 32 per cent of the 
yearlings offered, and received 56 per cent 
of the money. These four sellers did not

have a corner on all the best yearlings. of 
course, but they contributed substantially 
to the rise in average price over the pre- 
vious five years. 

As shown by accompanying tabulations, 
the strength of the Saratoga market lay 
in the middle price range, in the group 
of yearlings selling between $5.000 and 
$10.000. At the 1952 sales. 27.4 per cent 
of the yearlings sold came within that 
range; in 1951. slightly less than 21 per 
cent. This could be attributed partly to 
the fact that buyer competition forced 
some border-line yearlings (worth between 
$4.000 and $5.000) into the next highest 
price bracket, and partly to the fact that 
the better quality of offerings provided a 
greater supply of yearlings in the higher 
price range. In the highest price group. 
at above $10.000. there was only a slight 
increase. On*the other hand. buyer selec- 
tivity relegated 12 per cent of the year- 
lings to the under-$1.000 category, as 
against 8 per cent in this price range last 
year. 

Buyers showed an encouraging interes* 
in fillies. with an eye toward their future 
as broodmares. in all probability, as well 
as for their racing potential. A number of 
highly desirable female lines were repre- 
sented, particularly in the Aga Khan’s con- 
signment. The result was that while the 
average price of colts declined by $114 
(about 1.7 per cent) from the 1951 level. 
fillies advanced by $1.617. or 40 per cent. 
The four top-priced fillies brought $46,000. 
$37,000, $34.500, and respective- 
ly, and the four top-priced colts ranged 
from $32,000 down to $29,000. 

The sales functioned smoothly. so far 
as the mechanical arrangements were con- 
cerned. Tyson Gilpin, the Fasig-Tipton 
president, was in general charge. George 
Swinebroad was the principal auctioneer, 
with Laddie Dance as alternate for a short 
period on most nights. Humphrey Finney 
was the announcer. 

On the nights that major consignments 
were offered, the breeders were responsive, 
with only occasional shows of resistance. 
The summaries by various categories fol- 
low. In these summaries, the four High 
Ace Farm yearlings are included as a mat- 
ter of convenience. 


The Buyers 


There were 203 buyers for the 336 year- 
lings sold at Saratoga, insofar as the pub- 
lished record shows. The record, of course. 
is always confused to some extent by the 
fact that some purchases are made 
through agents without disclosing the iden- 
tity of the principal. The 203 buyers got 
an average of 1.66 yearlings each. a lower 
ratio than in recent years when smaller 
numbers have been sold. 

The buyers spent an average of $10,341

each, as compared with $9,239 for 175 
buyers in 1951; $6.277 for 188 in 1950; 
$6.367 for 221 in 1949; $7,767 for 206 in 
1948; and $9,810 for 179 in 1947, 

The largest amount of money. $92.500. 
was spent by Chester Gates, agent for an 
unidentified principal. (Mr. Gates is 
manager of John W. Galbreath’s Darby 
Dan Farm near Columbus, Ohio, and pos- 
sibly was buying for his employer.) He 
got three fillies and two colts, including 
the top-priced Roman—Miss Brief filly 
from the Almahurst Farm consignment. 
Three of his purchases were made from 
the Aga Khan’s lot. 

With the exception of H. F. Guggen- 
heim’s Cain Hoy Stable. none of the lead- 


ing buyers at Saratoga made a purchase 
at Keeneland. Cain Hoy got three head 
for $40,700 at the Kentucky auctions. Con- 
versely, the biggest Keeneland buyers 
bought very little at Saratoga. Pin Oak 
Farm and H. H. Mundy. both of whom 
have been associated with Henry Knight 
in some of his larger deals. were the sec- 
ond and third largest buyers at Saratoga. 
and most of their purchases came from 
Mr. Knight’s Almahurst Farm consign- 
ment.

The Highest Prices 


An extraordinary feature of the 1952 
Saratoga sales was the fact that the three 
highest prices were paid for fillies, and 
one other filly sold for $32,000, equal to 
the highest price for a colt. The $46,000 
top bid was for Almahurst Farm’s daugh- 
ter of Roman—Miss Brief, and the $37,000 
second-highest price was for Spartan 
Valor’s sister. Both fillies were obtained 
in the course of wholesale purchases made 
by Mr. Knight. the first from Coldstream 
Stud, the second from the estate of Wil- 
liam G. Helis. 

This year 11 colts brought at least $20,- 
000. with a top of $32,000; in 1951 eight 
colts reached $20,000, with a top of $36.- 
000. Eight fillies brought as much as

above reveals the actual odds involved in 
selling yearlings. The average is not a 
very dependable guide for the “average” 
breeder, since only 115, or 34 per cent, of 
the yearlings at Saratoga this year brought 
as much as the average for the entire 
sale. The commercial breeder can approx- 
imate his chances for the future if he can 
make a moderately honest appraisal of 
his prospective yearlings and determine 
at what percentile point they will rank 
when compared with all the yearlings to 


be sold. 

This year at Saratoga there was a gen- 
eral upward trend in prices, reflecting not 
so much a strong market as an improve- 
ment in the material catalogued. The 
higher prices toward the top, however, 
were offset to some extent by lower prices 
ai the very bottom. Ten per cent of the 
yearlings could have been purchased with- 
out making a bid of more than $700, 
whereas last year it would have taken a 
maximum of $1,000 to get the bottom 10 
per cent. 

Outside the lowest grades the prices 
appear higher than at Saratoga in 1951. 
Even so. 50 per ceni (more exactly, 51.5 
per cent) of the yearlings sold for $4,000 
or less. Most breeders eventually discover. 
by trial and error if not by a study of 
statistics. that it is virtually impossible to 
produce a $4,000 yearling for $4,000. 

As indicated in the tabulation of price 
groups by years, 12 per cent of the year- 
lings at Saratoga sold for less than $1,000, 
as compared with 8 per cent last year. 
The principal shift was in the direction 
of the $5.000-to-$9,900 group, which com- 
prised 27.4 per cent of the total number 
as compared with 20.7 per cent last year. 
The group at $10,000 and above was 
slightly less than one per cent larger than 
in 1951. 
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ATBA To Increase Membership; 
A. B. Hancock Jr., President 


The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, at its annual meeting at Sara- 
toga August 23. made plans for an imme- 
diate enlargement of its membership—a 
step which had been delayed for years 
while counsel hacked away at technical. 
legalistic problems involved in such a 
move. With the road finally cleared for 
the expansion of its miniscule membership 
—about forty out of an original hundred 
—the association designated the leaders 
for the new phase of its existence. 

Its board of trustees was brought to its 
full size by the election of three new mem- 
bers: Dr. Eslie Asbury. of Cincinnati, 
owner of Forest Retreat Farm at Car- 
lisle. Ky.; Arthur B. Hancock Jr., of 
Claiborne Farm. Paris. Ky.; and Daniel 
G. Van Clief. of Nydrie Stud. Esmont, Va. 
Mr. Hancock was elected president, re- 
placing John Hay Whitney. who has 
headed the association since its organiza- 
tion in April. 1934. Mr. Whitney was 
named chairman of the board. 


The other trustees are Treasurer L. A. 
Beard. Carleton F. Burke. Vice President 
L. L. Haggin II. Hal Price Headley. Wal- 
ter M. Jeffords. Robert J. Kleberg Jr.. 
George D. Widener. and Alfred G. Van- 
derbilt. Gayle A. Mohney, Lexington at- 
torney. was elected secretary. 

The trustees appointed Alex Bower. 
managing editor of THE BLoop-Horse, as 
the association’s first field secretary. Mr. 
Bower's first assignment will be to aid 
Mr. Hancock and the board in the move 
toward an increase in the membership 
rolls, 

The big question faced by the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
at its annual meeting was the proposal 
(THe Broop-Horse. January 12. 1952. 
page 72) for a co-operative effort at the 
executive level with the National Asso- 
ciation of Thoroughbred Breeders, a na- 
tional organization of state and local asso- 
ciations and clubs. The ATBA. Mr. Han- 
cock said. considered the proposal at 
length. approved it in principle. “but felt 
that its goals could be better achieved 
if the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
built itself into a stronger 
and more representative organization.” 

(The NATB. anticipating the possi- 
bility that the ATBA would not agree to 
its proposal as presented last winter by 
President Larry S. MacPhail. has cleared 
the way to accept individual memberships 
as a means of financing its activities. 
Under its earlier constitution its member- 
ship was made up of organizations. It ac- 
vepted contributions from individuals. ) 


Association 


According to Mr. Whitney, the ATBA 
will seek a more representative member- 
ship before fixing upon any immediate 
or long-range plan of action. In the pas? 
the principal attention of the association 
has been given to research in diseases of 
the horse. a function now delegated to 
the Grayson Foundation. which was or- 
ganized through the leadership of the 
ATBA. Its work in the future. Mr. Whit- 
ney suggested, “should be determined 
by a larger representation of American 
Thoroughbred breeders than the associa- 
tion now has.” 

“Our failure to accept formally the 
proposal for affiliation.” he added, “in 
no way implies that the two organizations 
should not proceed toward their common 
goals with a maximum of co-operative 
effort.” 


Average Rises 
In Canada 


At the annual auction of Canadian year- 
lings. held at Woodbine Park. Toronto. 
the evening of Monday. August 25. 46 head 
brought a total of $97.200, average $2.113 
—a gain of 22.5 per cent over the average 
for the same sale last year. 

The sale drew an overflow crowd of 
buvers and spectators. and bidding pro- 
ceeded rapidly. 

As usual in recent years. the leading 
consignment was that from Frank Conk- 
lin's Midway Farm at Brantford. In this 
croup were 11 yearlings which brought a 
total of $42.800. average $3.891. The Lux- 
iana Syndicate. whose base is the former 
Vercheres Farm near Montreal, sold as 
egent eight head. all by Porter’s Cap, for 
$9.900. average $1.238. 

The highest prices were in the Midway 
Farm consignment. J. A. Charlesworth, of 
Edmonton. paid $7.600 for Napinka, a 
filly by *Reed Mace (Hyperion—First 
Off. by Hurry On) out of the good winner 
Branea. dam of the stakes winner Mount 
Branea and Mr. Charlesworth’s 2-year-old 
Virginia Fair. winner of eight races in nine 
starts in Western Canada this year. W. 
Douglas Hatch. of Niagara Falls. paid 
$6.300 for a Third Degree colt. first foal 
of the good winner Bonnie Flag. 

Windfields Farm (E. P. Taylor) sold a 
colt by Firethorn out of Tinted Chick, 
good winner and dam of the King’s Plate 
winner McGill, to Kingfield Farms for 
$6.200. the third-highest price. 
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The auction, under the management of 
the Fasig-Tipton Company, was catalogued 
as the ninth annual yearling sale spon- 
sored by the Canadian Thoroughbred 
Horse Society; actually the series, under 
different management. goes back several

Calumet’s Promising Chanlea 


Los ANGELES 


Jimmy Jones agrees with practically all 
the nice things that have been written 
about Chanlea. Calumet Farm's powerful 
contender for the fifth running of the Del 
Mar Futurity on September 6. Some of the 
writers in these parts are already hailing 
the big and powerful son of Bull Lea 
and the Blue Larkspur mare Aunt Chaney 
as Calumet’s hope for the Kentucky Derby 
in 1953. 

“He could be any kind of a horse.” 
Jimmy was saying here the other after- 
noon. “He’s got everything it takes to be 


a champion—breeding. speed, smartness. 


soundness, and plenty of size. and he seems 
to get better every time he races. The 
Derby. of course. is a long way off. but 
if Chanlea is that kind of a colt, he will 
have plenty of opportunity to prove it. Af- 
ter the Del Mar Futurity. I'm going to put 
him away until. Santa Anita.” 

Chanlea is not a precocious colt. and 
yet he has managed to hold his own with 
Decorated, a quick sort, and look very 
good in spite of the fact that the em- 
phasis is on early speed in 2-year-old 
races at this time of the year. He gives 
you the impression he is going to be a 
much better colt when he is permitted to 
race off the pace. 

“I can fault him in only one way,” 
Jimmy went on. “He has a wind affliction 
very similar to the one that handicapped 
Coaltown. It is clearing now. but we still 
keep a jowl hood on him at all times to 
sweat his throat. 

“He is a smart colt with an even dis- 
position and has come along faster than 
I expected. His races don’t seem to bother 
him. After tying the track record the other 
afternoon (51% furlongs in 1:0345) Chan- 
lea did not even turn around to look at 
the crowd or the horses while he was 
cooling out.” 

Chanlea is about as good a 2-year-old 
prospect as this reporter has ever seen. 
He’s as big as most 3-year-olds now, and 
is just beginning to fill out. His duels with 
Decorated have been tough battles. He 
beat Decorated in track-record time when 
the $4,200 son of Balladier had some trou- 
ble getting out of the gate. Decorated 
came back to whip Chanlea in the Grad- 
uation Stakes, when the Calumet colt was 
packed in between horses pretty much 
all the way and never had too much rac- 
ing room. 


With colts like Chanlea and Decorated 
in the field. the Futurity has the best 
lineup since Your Host won te race in 
1949. The probable field also includes Na- 
tional Valor. Reighmus Fizz and Cairn- 
breok. National Valor is a full broth- 
er to the late Yankee Valor. prob- 
ably the best California-bred of all time 
at a mile and a quarter. He is owned 
by his breeder. Col. L. G. Burns. who 
finally has a good colt to carry his red. 
white. and blue silks again. Jimmy Jones 
was tremendously impressed with National 
Valor’s winning race at Del Mar. and 
liked the colt’s way of going. He is prob- 
ably a little worried. too. about just how 
fast National Valor might develop before 
the Futurity. 

Reighmus Fizz is a colt Joe Luddy 
picked out of the Keeneland Sales last 
summer for $11.000. He is owned by Al 
Marsten. of the Mohawk Oil Company, 
and sports the silks of the Yerba Buena 
Stable. He ran a race at Del Mar the 
other afternoon that qualified him as a 
real threat for the Futurity and led some

Outstanding horse of the year in 
England is the Aga Khan’s Tulyar, an 
unprepossessing 3-year-old colt with 
a lazy head-down style of running 
which has left him unbeaten in six races 
this season. A moderately good 2-year- 
old last year. with two late-season wins, 
he now has developed into a crack 
performer. 

Beginning in April. he has won the 
Henry VIII Stakes at Hurst Park.

Both the first and second dams 
were high-class racers. and Harina is 
a sister to the Derby winner Trigo. 


observers to believe he may be the best 
horse Luddy has ever trained; better even 
than Interpretation, whom he resembles 
a little. He is not as big a colt as Inter. 
pretation, but he has the same blaze face. 
chestnut coat. and white stockings. He is 
a brother to Amarillo Kid. which was just 
a little too erratic to be a first-class horse. 
and he is out of La Reigh. stakes-winning 
half sister to the former stakes star and 
sire Bull Reigh. 

Cairnbrook, owned by the Velvet Acres 
Stable. is a colt with a lot of class. and 
one day he is going to prove it. He is by 
Brookfield and Airy Going. by Pennant, 
and was bought by Mr. and Mrs. Nat Agar 
for $9.200 last summer at Keeneland. Last 
spring. while en route from Golden Gate 
Fields to Hollywood Park. Cairnbrook was 
stricken with pneumonia. was taken off the 
van at Tracy. Calif.. and nursed back to 
health on a small cow ranch by a veteri- 
narian who specializes in cattle. 

Unfortunately Satin Dude is not eligible 
for the Futurity. He is not fashionably 
bred. like some of the other colts. but 
he can run, and at the moment. that 
might be more important. He has already 
beaten seme of the Futurity hovefuls, and 
he made it look as though it were not an 
accident and that he could do it again. 
He is by Satin Coat out of Bonitea. by 
Sarada. and was bred by his owner. Mrs, 
H. C. Morton, on a small raneh in Tor- 
rance. The ranch is surrounded by ol 
wells. and often you see horses standing 
in the shade of an oil well contraption 
to get out of the sun. It makes a love's 
combination when you have producing oil 
wells and can breed horses that run like 
Satin Dude. all in the same place.

There were 70 consignors to the 1952 
Seratoga yearling sales. including the four 
head in the High Acre Farm dispersal on 
the closing night. Among those who sold 
at least three head. Almahurst Farm had 
the highest average. The 47 head sold by 
Henry Knight. owner of  Almahurst. 
brought a record aggregate of $682,700. 
and a record average for so large a con- 


signment, $14,526. 
With the Knight yearlings accounting 
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for 32.5 per cent of all the money spent 
for yearlings at Saratoga, there was only 
one other consignor, Mill River Stable. 
with an average above $10,000. Mill 
River's five head averaged $11.060. Next 
in order were Nydrie Stud. $9.831; Kent- 
mere Farm. $9.740; Rolling Plains Stable.

The final night of the yearling auctions 
at Saratoga came as something of an anti- 
climax to the strong market shown earlier, 
The crowd was small. and for the first time 
the prices appeared in multiples of $50 
rather than even hundreds. A dozen of 
the yearlings catalogued for the last night 
failed to show up for selling. and the re- 
maining 31 head in the regular yearling 
catalogue brought a total of $36.000. 
average $1,161. 

In addition to these. four yearlings were 
incluced in the High Acre Farm dispersal 
which followed immediately. They brought 
a total of $3,700. giving a total of $39.700 
for the yearlings sold during the evening. 
average $1.134. It was the second time 
curing the sale that the average had drop- 
ped below that for the corresponding night 
lest year. and the drop was much more 
pronounced than on the first night. 

The largest consignment was the eight 
head from John E. Hughes’ farm in Vir- 
ginia; they averaged $1,825. This group 
included the Rosemont—Skyway _ filly 
which brought the top price of the evening. 
$6,600. going to John T. Maloney. Second 
highest was the $4.500 for Foxcatcher 
Farms’ Hampden—Star Galla colt. whose 
second dam was the top-class race mare 
Fair Star.

A Trophy for the Stevenses; 
Man o’ War Type for Kleberg 


SARATOGA Sprincs, N. Y. 


“Frank Stevens,” said the man, “is the 
sweetest guy in racing.” 


“No sale.” said his companion. putting 
down his glass. “A wonderful man, to be 
sure. No knock on him. But I’ve got to 
give it to his brother, Joe.” 


The third man did not put down his 
glass. “Anybody here ever hear of Grant- 
land Rice?” he remarked. 


There will be no attempt here to settle 
this. but you now have the contention. A 
fourth entrant would be like Sun Falcon 
in the 1930 Travers; nobody would re- 
member he was there. 


So it was a very joyous matter at 
Saratoga last week when the president, 
F. S. von Stade, got up unexpectedly at 
a breakfast which the Stevens company 
was giving for Turf writers, officials, and 
assorted guests, and picked from under 
his lapel a silver bowl. about the size of 
a water jump. inscribed “To the Stevens 
Family. commemorating fifty years of 
friendship.” 

The original Harry M. Stevens took 
his first race track catering job at Sara- 
toga in 1902. This was at the time when 
the storied Stevens diamond was worn 
either on the hand or in the pawn shop. 
depending on the need for operating capi- 
tal. Now. of course. the organization serv- 
ices virtually all the important tracks on 
the East Coast. plus Churchill Downs. plus 
Madison Square Garden, plus various ball 
parks. and other assorted ventures. The 
diamond appears safe. 

Frank Stevens was here working with 
his father when the meeting opened that 
year. and he was here last week to watch 
his granddaughter accept the bowl. He 
was pleased. So was everybody present. 

So was one man who wasn’t there, a 
completely anonymous citizen. At some 
time early in the meeting a man went into 
the lower floor men’s room, and found 
written on the marble wall of the fifth 
stall. “Congratulations to Frank Stevens 
on his fiftieth anniversary at Saratoga.” 


Now I have seen quite a few people get 
silver bowls. some of them almost as de- 
servedly as the Stevens family. But I can’t 
remember a cuplicate of this particular 
compliment. phrased just in such a place. 
I would like to know this character, so I 
could give him a heavier pencil. 


DUPLICATE. The stable which Max 
Hirsch has here contains an animal which 
you may never see, because it is about 10 
to 11 and pick it whether he ever gets 
to the races. But any student of breeding 
ought to go and look at him. 

This is a colt named Seventy Five. by 
Free France out of Tense Moment, by 
Equestrian. Possibly you would like to 
have this pedigree explained. Free France 
is by Man o’ War. Tense Moment is 
a full sister to Stymie, both of whose 
granddams are by Man o’ War. So Seven- 
ty Five has three close crosses of the big 
horse. He is as near a duplicate of the big 
horse as you'll ever see. 

At least, if you look at him from the 
knees up. He has the same top line. the 
same proud sweep of the neck. the 
same high head. the golden red coat. 
iridescent in the sun. and almost the same 
markings on the face. This isn’t, of course, 
the great powerful stallion which you 
may have seen at Faraway; it’s Man 0’ 
War at two, with much of his develop- 
ment yet to come. 

Below the knees, unfortunately, the 
case is different. The colt had been fired 
before Hirsch got him. and the left ankle. 
in particular. doesn’t look as if it would 
ever stand much training. But Robert Kle- 
berg. who bred this one. has taken what 
he learned by breeding cattle to type. and 
range horses to type. and has set about 
breeding Thoroughbreds to type. In Sev- 
enty Five he hasn’t a sound horse. and 
maybe. judged by racing results. he’ll be 
a failure. But Kleberg got his type, just 
the same. 


INVESTIGATION. The Wicks Commit- 
tee is at least consistent. It can’t find out 
a damned thing at Jamaica or Aqueduct. 
But when racing is at Belmont or Saratoga 
it gets as active as an irregular French 
verb—particularly at Saratoga. This ar- 
gues taste. if not exactly sincerity. 

The technique is fairly simple. The 
committee, which has a nice appropria- 
tion to carry it, selects the most pleasant 
possible spot. and asks some prominent 
recing people to appear before it. The 
last time it was Alfred Vanderbilt. whose 
name would naturally get the thing into 
the newspapers. 

“So. Mr. Vanderbilt.” says the commit- 
tee after the cameramen are through. 
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“what do you think of off-the-course bet- 
ting?” 
Mr. Vanderbilt. who has been saying 
publicly that he was opposed to off-the- 
course betting for some years, says he 
doesn't think it’s good for racing. 
The committee then says thanks. and 
goes to lunch at the race track. Not sure 
on whose cuff. but on a cuff. 


The committee has spent a couple of 
years now. asking people what they 
thought of off-the-course betting. and in 
almost every case any newspaper man 
fairly well acquainted with race track peo- 
ple could have written his story in ad- 
vance. There wasn’t any use, for instance, 
in asking Herbert Bayard Swope what 
he thought of off-the-course betting, be- 
cause he’d said publicly, many times, that 
he favored it. The TRA, of which Mr. 
Vanderbilt is president, has put itself 
loudly on record as opposing it, but of 
course reading this doesn’t get anybody 
to Saratoga. 

So the committee comes up and asks 
Mr. Vanderbilt. just to make sure he 
wasn’t misquoted. This requires the serv- 
ice of various clerks, in case the commit- 
tee forgets what he said. The upshot of 
it was that the committee, and what were 
reported as about 90 people, spent an 
entire morning, and various newspapers 
used up I don’t know how many pine 
trees, getting into the record something 
which everybody knew in the first place. 

I can't, as a journalism major, quite 
understand why newspapers print this 
sort of nonsense, but they do, and so 
everybody in Albany knows that the Wicks 
committee is driving hard at its job. That 
leads up to another appropriation, and 
next year the committee can come back 
and ask, say. John Hay Whitney what he 
thinks of off-the-course betting. 

It may be, of course, than I’m just 
jealous of these people because they have 
a softer job than I have. 


ADVERSE LEGISLATION 


A measure to outlaw pari-mutuel betting 
in Oregon, where it is legal. is now pend- 
ing. The proposal would prohibit “lot- 
teries, bookmaking, pari-mutuel betting on 
animal races.” The proposal is “fraudulent 
and misleading.” says William P. Kyne. 
general manager of the Portland Meadows 
race course. “Casting pari-mutuel wager- 
ing in with lotteries and bookmaking. 
which are already illegal in Oregon, is 
an outrage. If this bill passes in Oregon, 
California could be next. I particularly 
appeal to members of the giant Thorough- 
bred industry in this state. I will sub- 
scribe a large amount of my_ personal 
funds to the campaign, but it is essential 
that we receive assistance from all friends 
of this industry before it is too late.”

OBITUARY 


Joseph Palmisano 


One of the new bidders at last year’s 
Keeneland Summer Sales was Joe Pal- 
misano, who had made a success of grow- 
ing vegetables on a large scale in Arizona 
and had turned to racing as a means of 
relaxation. He was comparatively un- 
known in Kentucky when the Keeneland 
sales started. but before they were over 
he had gained a reputation as a likeable. 
quiet-spoken man who selected young 
horses carefully and would back his 
judgment when the time came to _ bid. 
At the conclusion of the auctions he had 
bought ten yearlings for $81,300. One of 
them was a son of Requested—Little 
Wichita. by Royal Ford. which he got 
from the consignment of Charles Nuckols 
and Sons’ Hurstland Farm for $20.500. 

The Requested yearling was broken 
in Kentucky and later was sent to Cali- 
fornia, where as Little Request he began 
to burn up the race tracks. In his sec- 
ond start he set a track record of :5715 
for five furlongs at Hollywood Park. just 
missing the world record. He won the 
Haggin Stakes in his third start. and 
followed this with a win in the Starlet 
Stakes. His brilliant performances were 
a source of great satisfaction to his own- 
er. who was in chronic ill health be- 
cause of an intestinal disturbance. The 
best horse he had been associated with 
previously was Cover Up. which he owned 
in partnership with Zack Addington. 

Mr. Palmisano, with his friend Jack 
McElroy and his trainer Ross Brinson, 
returned to Lexington this summer to 
buy more yearlings, but an ulcer perfo- 
rated an intestine on the day before the 
sales began and the Arizonian was un- 
able to attend the sales personally. An 
emergency operation was performed, and 
it seemed for a time that Mr. Palmisano 
might survive, though peritonitis had set 
in. After a brief rally, however. his con- 
dition worsened, and the final csuse of 
his death was a stroke that occurred at 
Lexington on August 24. 

Mr. Palmisano was born at Newark, 
Ohio, on August 2. 1891. His father and 
grandfather were active in the produce 
business, and the younger Palmisano 
gained considerable success in the same 
line by transferring his business acumen 
and knowledge of truck gardening to Ari- 
zona. where for the last 25 years. in the 
Phoenix area, he had grown vegetables. 
His operations were so large that he often 
was referred to as the “lettuce king.” 

At the time of the onset of his last 
illness. Mr. Palmisano had gone through 
the Keeneland catalogue and had tenta- 
tively selected several yearlings. Messrs. 
McElroy and Brinson bought five of them 
for his account. They now are being brok- 


en by John Ward. at Keeneland. 

At Mr. Palmisano’s request his widow, 
who was at Lexington with him when he 
died, will continue the racing stable. at 
least for a time. Little Request now is 
being prepared for the Belmont Park 
Futurity. Last winter Mr. Palmisano had 


bought the New Zealand racing star 
*Classowa. The horse arrived here in 
February and made his American racing 
debut at Saratoga on August 25, accord- 
ing to the wishes of his late owner. For 
the first five furlongs of the mile race, 
under overnight conditions. *Classowa 
seemed hopelessly out of contention. but 
in the stretch he leveled on his field and 
got up to beat All At Once a nose. He 
ren under the ownership of his trainer, 
E. C. Sachse. 

Mr. Palmisano’s survivors include his 
widow, a daughter. Mrs. George East- 
burn, of Phoenix. and two grandchildren. 
Burial was at Phoenix. 


STUD NEWS 


Unbreakable’s 
Sudden Death 


The 17-year-old stallion died at Elmen- 
dorf Farm. Lexington, on the morning of 
August 27, after a very brief illness. The 
tentative diagnosis of attending  veteri- 
narians was a twisted intestine. 

Foaled in 1935 at Elmendorf Farm and 
bred by the late Joseph E. Widener. Un- 
breakable was a powerful, heavy-bodied 
brown horse by *Sickle out of the un- 
raced *Blue Glass. which previously had 
produced the stakes winners Blind Play, 
Broadside, and Hurryoff (Belmont Stakes, 
1933), and the good colt Novelist, which 
placed in top-class stakes. He was sent 
to England as a yearling and did all his 
racing there. winning five races in three 
seasons and earning £7,092 in first money. 

In six races at two Unbreakable won 
the Exeter. Soltykoff. and Richmond 
Stakes under high weight, was second in 
the Zetland Plate. third in the Windsor 
Castle Stakes and Middle Park Plate. He 
won the Waterford Stakes at three and the 
Victoria Cup at four. 

He was returned to Elmendorf Farm 
and entered the stud there in 1940. In 
his second crop. foals of 1942, he got the 
outstanding colt Polynesian, one of the 
fastest and highest-class runners of re- 
cent years and now the most successful 
among the younger sires in the country. 
His other stakes winners were Inseparable. 
Manyunk, Sturdy One (all winners of 
more than $100.000), Jobstown, Jovianne, 
Summerhill, Sylvia Dear, and Unbridled. 

Even the towering reputation of Poly-

nesian failed to convince breeders of the 
excellence of Unbreakable as a sire. with 
the result that he was only moderately 
well patronized, and was represented by 
smaller numbers of runners than most of 
the leading sires. However. on the basis 
of average earnings per runner, he ranked 
consistently among the leaders; at the 
end of 1951 he had a lifetime average- 
earnings index of 2.36, placing him in the 
top 3 per cent of sires. His get earned a 
total of $1.658.146 through 1951. end he 
had 28 winners to date in 1952. 

Excluding 1952. 93 of Unbreakable’s 
yearlings (counting two sold twice) had 
been sold by auction for a total of $161.- 
625. an average of $4,964, with ‘a peak 
average of $14,271 for seven head sold 
in 1945. 

Unbreakable remained the property of 
his breeder until the death of Mr. Widen- 
er. When the Widener holdings were brok- 
en up Unbreakable became the property of 
a syndicate in which the major stock- 
holder was the present Elmendorf Farm.

The inaugural running of the Longport Handicap 
at Atlantic City provided the 2-year-old filly, Sweet 
Patootie, with her fifth win from eight starts. She 
has never placed further back than second, With 
the $8,700 first money from the Longport. the 
daughter of Alquest has earned $22,375. 

In the Longport Handicap, Sweet Patootie ran 
her customary type of race. She broke on top (al- 
though from post position No. 10 in a field of 11), 
raced in front all the way, and won with a big 
margin. Late Model ran nearest to Sweet Patootie 
during most of the race. but was unable to with- 
stand a late challenge by Prince Dare, which came 
from far back to finish four lengths behind Sweet 
Patootie for second money. Sweet Patootie, which 
stands less than 15 hands tall and weighs about 
750 pounds, was giving four pounds to the colt, 
Prince Dare. and eight pounds to the filly, Late 
Model. 

In the W. E. Caskey dispersal on February 7, 
1950, Dan B. Midkiff, acting as agent for Coldstream 
Stud, paid $11,500 for the mare Sweet Woman, and 
$7.500 for her dam, Bramble Bug. Also for the 
account of Coldstream, Mr. Midkiff bought Dandilly 
for $42,000. In foal to Alquest at the time of the 


30, 1950, which was named Sweet Patootie. 

Sweet Patootie was sold by Coldstream Stud in 
the 1951 Keeneland Fall Sales to John W. Marr, 
agent, for $3,500, but later she became the property 
of Mrs. E. E. D. Shaffer, wife of the former owner 
of Coldstream Stud. Previous to the Longport, Sweet 
Patootie’s only stakes placing was a second to Biddy 
Jane in the Miss America Stakes. After that race, 
Sweet Patootie moved to Detroit, where she equal- 
led a track record of :58%5 for five furlongs in 
scoring a four-length victory. In her next race, 
which was at Atlantic City and her last start prior 
to the Longport, she won a race with a five-length 
margin by running six furlongs over a sloppy track 
in 1:11%5 (three-fifths of a second faster than her 
time for the same distance in the Longport over 
a fast track). 

Sweet Woman, one of the mares retained by Mr. 
Shaffer after the dispersal of Coldstream Stud, foal- 
ed a bay filly by *Priam II on April 21 at C. A. 
Kenney’s Springside Farm, Lexington. Sweet Woman 
is now in foal to *Noor. Sweet Woman’s sire, 
Roman, is a son of *Sir Gallahad III, while her 
second dam, Nectarine, is a daughter of *Sir 
Gallahad IIIs brother, *Bull Dog. Nectarine is 
a sister to Bull Lea. 

Sweet Patootie is the first stakes winner sired by 
Alquest, winner of the Spalding Lowe Jenkins 
Stakes at two and the Ben Ali and the Clark Handi- 
caps at four. Alquest stands at Mr. and Mrs. Taylor 
Hardin’s Newstead Farm, Upperville, Va.

sale, Sweet Woman foaled a dark bay filly on April in the Arlington Futurity, reversed the decision in 
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the Washington Park Futurity. The homebred son 
of Errard gave his owner, Mrs. Ada L, Rice, her 
second victory in that event; she had won in 1948 
with Model Cadet. Worth $79,710 to the winner, 
the race raised Mr. Paradise’s earnings to $105,860, 
and made him the first $100,000-winner bred by 
Danada Farm. 

Mr. Good replaced King Pin at the head of the 
field after the first quarter-mile of the Washington 
Park Futurity and was still leading a furlong from 
the wire. At that point Mr. Paradise, which had 
moved up from the pack under slight restraint, 
had raced up even with the leaders and was run- 
ning next to the rail. In the stretch he drew out 
to win by a length and a half, while Mr. Good 
held the same margin over King Pin. Mr. Good, 
sharing the top impost of 122 pounds with Happy 
Carrier, was giving six pounds to Mr. Paradise 
and to King Pin. 

Mr. Paradise was foaled April 23, 1950, on Mr 
and Mrs. Daniel F. Rice’s Danada Farm near Lex- 
ington. From his first start, which he won at 
Santa Anita on January 11, Mr. Paradise has 
raced under the colors of Mrs. Rice. Mr. Paradise’s 
recerd, one of the most consistent of any of the 
starters in the Washington Park Futurity, includes 
seconds in the Arlington Futurity and the Prairie 
State Stakes. end a third in the George Woolf 
Memorial Stakes. 

The dam of Mr. Paradise. Harriet’s Kid, is a 
half sister to the handicap star Intent. Harriet’s 
Kid foaled a bay filly by *Hairan last year at 
Danada Farm. 

Errard, sire of Mr. Paradise. registered a good 
record across the country for the day of the Wash- 
ington Park Futurity. On the same afternoon, his 
3-year-old son Southarlington won the Del Mar 
Derby in California and his 2-year-old son Laffango, 
winner of two stakes earlier in the season, ran 
second to Native Dancer in the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes at Saratoga. Errard, sire of four stakes win- 
ners other than the $100,000-winner Mr. Paradise 
stands at John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm, 
Lexington, which adjoins Danada Farm. A stakes 
winner with a high turn of speed, Errard was third 
in the Washington Park Futurity of 1944, won by 
his stablemate Free for All, with Icangetit second.

“angle” shots that seem indispensable to 
photographic coverage. the Life photogra- 
phers borrowed a ladder truck from the 
Saratoga fire department and hoisted a 
photographer in the air, presumably to 
shoot the top of the Aly Khan’s head. 


The Fasig-Tipton arena now has seats 
for 1.005 persons. The seats were filled 
twice during the first week—when the 
Aga Khan’s yearlings were sold, and when 
the Almahurst yearlings went through the 
ring. On the Aga Khan’s night, towns- 
people choked the grounds and the sales 
company had to fence in the runways to 
the ring so the horses could be moved in 
and out. 


The 11 colts catalogued by J. L. Cleve- 
land were geldings by the time they reach- 
ed the sales. “Saved somebody some 
money.” remarked Announcer Humphrey 
Finney. 


Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh arrived at 
Saratoga for the sale of her Springsbury 
Farm yearlings via Helsinki and Dublin. 
She had been to the Olympic games in 
Finland and a horse show in Ireland. 


Prince Aly Khan. who is thoroughly 
conversant with breeding and racing, ex- 
plained his father’s decision to try the 
American yearling market this year by 
saying that their combined studs in Eng- 


land, Ireland, and France produce about 
80 yearlings annually. “We race about 
thirty of them, and have to dispose of the 
remaining fifty. The French practice at 
yearling sales is to place a reserve price 
on each yearling. If the reserve is to be 
reached. considerable personal salesman- 
ship must be done in advance of the sale. 
We haven't the time for this, so we de- 
cided to test the American market this 
year to learn American preferences in 
pedigree and conformation. We would like 
to send about 10 selected yearlings to the 
United States each year. and I personally 
would like to send about six young. well 
bred mares, in foal to good stallions. to 
be sold at Keeneland each fall. My father 
will make the decision about this, but I 
would like to try it.” 

The Prince has been closely associated 
with his father’s horses since boyhood and 
has a clear memory of their racing and 
breeding performances. Much of 
knowledge of horses and his interest in 
them. he said, came from his association 
with the American trainer William Duke, 
who trained the Aga Khan’s horses in 
France after William C. Whitney gave up 
his French racing stable. “When Mr. Duke 
finally retired,” Aly said. “my father de- 
cided to give up racing in France. ‘We’ve 
had the best trainer in the world.’ he said, 
‘so how can we be satisfied with anyone 
else?” It was not until comparatively 
recent years that the Aga Khan re-entered 
French racing. though he maintained his 
studs in France. 

Tulyar, winner of the English Derby 
and other important races this year for 
the Aga Khan. was most unimpressive as 
a 2-year-old. Prince Aly remarked. “He is 
a low-headed, plain-looking horse. the kind 
you would sell if you could find anyone 
willing to buy him. It was not until this 
vear. as a 3-year-old. that Tulyar showed 
anything out of the ordinary. Now a lot 
of people are saying that the way he runs 
and carries his head reminds them of 
Isinglass.” 
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E. P. Bixer, who bought several year- 
lings, is in the textile business at Shrews- 
bury. N. J. He had been in racing on a 
small scale. he said, since 1933, except 
for time out for military service. Star of 
his current stable is Count Flame. Sol 
Rutchick is his trainer. 

One of the new buyers at Saratoga was 
Frank Rand. of Santa Fe, N. M.. who was 
accompanied to the sales by Mrs. Rand. 
Mr. Rand paid $38,500 for six yearlings. 
The yearlings will be broken at Mrs. 
George Greenhalgh’s Springsbury Farm, 
in Virginia, then will be turned over to 
Trainer Charles V. Reynolds. Mr. Rand 
has interests in radio, television. and other 
enterprises. 

Another interested pair from the West 
were Mr. and Mrs. Frank Bishop, of Reno, 
Nev., who recently arranged to buy 30 in- 
foal mares from Henry H. Knight. They 
were accompanied to Saratoga by Mr. and 
Mrs. Matt Winn Williamson, of Louisville. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bishop made no purchases 
at Saratoga but they are possible consign- 
ors to the sales there when their mares 
start producing. Their ranch is at Mon- 
terey, Calif. 

Aly Khan, the morning after his father’s 
yearlings were sold. flew to New York in 
the private plane of John W. Galbreath 
and caught a plane for Los Angeles. He 
visited Rita Hayworth, who has sued him 
for divorce. and was noncommital as to 
possibilities for reconciliation. Friday, Au- 
gust 22. he flew to Lexington with Rex 
Elisworth (who bought *Khaled from the 
Aga Khan in 1946), visited several farms, 
and was whisked off in the Galbreath plane 
to a party in Columbus, Ohio. He expected 
to fly back to France this week. 

Nesbit Waddington, manager of the 
Aga Khan’s studs in Ireland, came directly 
from Saratoga to Lexington. spent several 
days visiting. and left the day before Aly 
Khan arrived. He stated that about eight 
of the Aga Khan’s mares would be listed

with the Breeders’ Sales Company to be 
offered at the fall sales at Keeneland and 
that the ones which proved to be in foal 
would be sent over. 


Auctioneer George Swinebroad had to 
compete against a very noisy crowd on 
the night the Aga Khan’s yearlings were 
sold. Sightseers crowded around the sales 
pavilion kept up a hum of conversation 
that even the loudspeaker couldn’t carry 
over. Most of the French-bred yearlings in 
the Aga Khan’s consignment had been 
named, in accordance with the French 
custom, at registration time. 

Ray Bell, who was the Aga Khan’s 
American representative in connection 
with the yearlings, confirmed a report that 
an offer of $160,000 had been made for 
the horses by B. W. Landy, of Chicago. 
about three weeks before the yearlings 
eventually brought $173.500 at auction, 
average $8,675. 


The Nydrie Stud consignment of the 
Van Clief family was an exceptionally uni- 
form and well balanced lot. 


Sir Victor Sassoon was the buyer of the 
Bull Lea—*Rosary II colt ($15.500) and 
the *Princequillo— Live Bullet filly 
($5.000) from the consignment of Mrs. 
R. W. P. Johnson, of Lexington. The Eng- 
lish breeder said he bought them to intro- 
duce the successful Bull Lea blood into 
England. Sir Victor was accompanied to 
the U. S. by his trainer. Noel Murless. 
who took advantage of the visit to become 
acquainted with American training and 
racing practices. 


The atmosphere at Saratoga this sum- 
mer was anything but apathetic. Prospec- 
tive buyers spent much time in looking at 
yearlings and they definitely seemed to 
be intent on buying horses. It was much 
more of a seller's market than at Keene- 
land, and as a result it was spotty at 
times. Occasionally it happened that two 
or three contending bidders would carry a 
yearling well above what had been consid- 
ered a reasonable price for him in advance 
of the sales. In such a case an agent with 
a limited amount of money to spend soon 
found himself outdistanced. Conversely, as 
always happens at a horse sale, some year- 
lings sold, for no discernible reason. at 
what seemed to be less than their value. 
But the trend in general ran the opposite 
way, and many prices were higher than 
were expected by the conservative con- 
signors. 


Persons from Kentucky and other areas 
that had been hit hard by dry weather 
this summer found the Saratoga rains 
pleasant and refreshing. though the horse 
players had a different view. On the after- 
noon of the first Thursday a sudden storm 
came up and racing had to be delayed 
for a few minutes when hail lashed the 


track. The weather was on the cool side 
for several hours afterward, including the 
evening auction session, but the buyers 
showed no signs of stiffness. 


Joe H. Palmer, who covered the sales 
for the New York Herald-Tribune, has 
written an article about Alfred Vanderbilt 
for the Saturday Evening Post. A photo- 
graphic crew from the magazine was at 
Saratoga in connection with the article. 


The practice of cataloguing yearlings 
alphabetically by their dams got Henry 
H. Knight’s sale off to a fast start. The 
first yearling in the ring was out of Arisbi. 
and was a sister to Spartan Valor. Bidders 
realized that this was no time to be fooling 
around, and they got busy immediately. 
Most persistent of them was Trainer Jim 
Ryan. who got her for $37,000. 


The next yearling to walk between the 
ropes was a colt by *Goya II out of the 
top race mare Be Faithful. H. F. Krimen- 
dahl. of the Stokely-Van Camp Company. 
at Indianapolis, got him for $16.000. 


Another *Goya II colt. this one out of 
Dustabout. a granddaughter of Dustwhirl. 
somehow managed to arrive in the ring 
with three loose teeth in front. E. P. Bixer 
decided that it wouldn't affect the colt’s 
running ability, so he paid $8.000 for him. 


The last horse in the ring on Knight 
Night, Hip No. 221, a colt by *Priam IJ— 
Wood Spirit, by Blue Larkspur, apparent. 
ly had been sold for $10,000. There was a 
mixup over who had bought him. so the 
bidding was re-opened. When the hammer 
fell the next time it registered $11.000, 
He was bought by C. E. Mather IL. 


Old-timers who visit Saratoga next year 
will find the Broadway scene changed more 
than ever. The Grand Union Hotel. which 
with the United States and Congress 
Hotels had contributed to Saratoga’s nos. 
talgic atmosphere for so many years. has 
been sold and will be razed in the near 
future. The Grand Union and its prede. 
cessor, Union Hall, had been part of Sara- 
toga for 150 years. In recent years the 
650-room establishment had been open 
only during the summer season. This 
summer will be its last. 


One of the bid spotters for the sale was 
Mike Zeller, a former Notre Dame foot- 
baller who has turned to the Turf for a 
career. He was on the Arlington-Washing- 
ton Parks official staff last year, and this 
year is an official at Waterford Park. 
Charles Town, and Toledo. During the day- 
time at Saratoga he attended the officials 
school conducted by the New York Racing 
Associations under Marshall Cassidy. He 
intends to attend the Stud Managers

The last night of the sales, Wednesday, 
August 20, was the poorest in point of 
quality of the offerings and consequently 
from the standpoint of average price. too. 
The bidding on one yearling opened at 
$100. moved reluctantly to $150. and seem- 
ed likely to hang there. Auctioneer George 
Swinebroad was anxious to get another 
$50. at least, for the consignor. and tried 
to find something complimentary to say 
about the yearling, which was displaying 
no great interest in his surroundings. 
After a few minutes of deep thought he 
cited the animal’s pedigree again and 
added: “And he’s got a good disposition. 
too. 


During the course of the sales Mr. and 
Mrs. George Zauderer had the pleasure of 
seeing Gay Grecque win the Test Stakes 
at Saratoga under Mrs. Zauderer’s colors. 
They have been in racing for about 21% 
years. and it was their first stakes win. 
The fillies race in Mrs. Zauderer’s owner- 
ship and the colts under her husband’s 
colors. Eugene Jacobs is their trainer. 
They bought one yearling during the sales. 
Mr. Zauderer is in the hotel business in 
New York. 

Trainer Harry Trotsek signed for one 
purchase at Saratoga. the bay colt Demos- 
thenes (Tudor Minstrel—Candida. by Star- 
dust). consigned by Phil Bull. The pur- 
chase actually was for Mrs. Trotsek and

calls it the “Oil Capitol syndicate” be- 
cause the Mrs. Trotsek and Reuben’s 
Hasty House Farm own Oil Capitol in 
Partnership. The yearling was sent to Ray 
Ankenbauer’s farm near Midway. Ky.. for 
breaking. 

The yearlings consigned by Mr. Bull 
were accompanied to the U. S. by J. Cog- 
gan, who conditioned them for Saratoga. 
They were bred at Mr. Coggan’s stud 
farm at Salisbury, England. Their price 
was affected because one of them was in- 
jured in shipment and another was a 
cribber. It was the cribber which was 
bought by the Trotsek-Reuben “syndicate.” 
“Oil Capitol is a cribber.” Mr. Reuben 
observed, “and he can run pretty good.” 


Jack Amiel, the Broadway restaurateur 
who bought Count Turf and Count Flame 
at Saratoga sales, does his own selecting. 
He has had outstanding success with horses 
in the medium-low price range (about 
$4.500). This year he raised his sights a 
little (or the strong market caused him 
to raise them) and he paid a total of 
$12.500 for two yearlings. Observers credit 
him with having a shrewd eye for a young 
horse. 


Dave Weissberger, a department store 
owner at Patchogue, Long Island. waited 
until the last night of the sales before buy- 
ing any yearlings. then made up for lost 
time by getting eight of them (for less 
than $300 apiece). “Just shopping.” he 
explained. “If anyone wants to buy a horse 
from me and I can make a profit on it, 
he’s bought himself a horse.”

After losing the lead in the stretch, Moonrush 
raced up in the last furlong to win Del Mar’s San 
Diego Handicap by a length and a half. His first 
stakes win of the year, its $6,275 first money raised 
the 6-year-old gelding to 22nd place on the list 
of leading money winners with a total of $371,180. 

Moonrush followed close on the pace set by 
Bullreigh Jr. for most of the first six furlongs, and 
went to the front at the stretch turn. A furlong 
from the wire, the top-weighted Blue Reading as- 
sumed command, but Moonrush came on again to 
win, while Blue Reading was just able to beat the 
fast-closing Stormy Cloud by a neck for second 
place. Blue Reading, winner of the 1951 San Diego 
Handicap, was giving 12 pounds to the winner and 
15 pounds to Stormy Cloud. 

Foaled May 18, 1946, at Louis B. Mayer’s ranch 
near Perris. Calif.. Moonrush was sold in the Mayer 
sale of 2-year-olds in January, 1948. Gus Luell- 
witz, one of the present owners, bought the son of 
*Hunters Moon IV for $10,000. That year he won 
the Berkeley Stakes, which was for 2-year-olds at 
that time, and two other races. 

As a 3-year-old of 1949, Moonrush accounted for 
the Berkeley, the Peter Clark, and the Bay 
Meadows Handicaps. He was second in the San 
Diego Handicap and third in the Oakland Handi- 
eap. At four Moonrush won the Santa Catalina 
Handicap. and placed second in the San Francisco 
Handicap. He had his best year in 1951, when he 
won the Santa Anita. the Bay Meadows. the San 
Pasqual, and the Golden State Breeders’ Handicaps. 
He ran second in the Santa Catalina and the Aque- 
duct Handicaps. and was third in the Golden Gate 
and the Albany Handicaps. Moonrush had won only 
one race in 1952 prior to the San Diego Handicap. 
but had placed second in the Santa Catalina Handi- 
cap and third in the Argonaut Handicap. 

Moonrush is the first stakes winner of 1952 for 
*Hunters Moon IV. which stands at C. T. Chen- 
ery’s The Meadow. Doswell, Va. *Hunters Moon 
IV has a total of five stakes winners.

Busanda was foaled March 25, 1947, on Clarence 
LeBus’ Plum Lane Farm at Lexington, where her 
dam, along with others of Ogden Phipps’ brood. 
mares, was kept. Busanda’s dam, Businesslike, was 
one of the group of mares—they included Black 
Helen, Baby League (dam of Busher and Mr. Bush- 
er). Bloodroot. and Baby’s Breath—which Mr. 
Phipps had acquired in the fall of 1946 as a mem. 
ber of the syndicate that bought Idle Hour Farm 
and the Bradley horses. Taking a cue from her 
dam’s name, Busanda was given the name of the 
Navy's contraction for the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts. 

At two, Busanda won one race from 12 starts and 
finished third in the Selima Stakes. As a 3-year-old 
of 1950. the daughter of War Admiral ran third to 
Next Move and Aegina in the Coaching Club Amer. 
ican Oaks. A month later, she placed second to 
Next Move in the Delaware Oaks. In the Alabama 
Stakes that year, Busanda got her first stakes 
victory by beating Next Move. Thus far 1951 has 
been financially the best season for Busanda: as 
a 4-year-old she won the Suburban, Top Flight, 
and New Castle Handicaps, and Saratoga Cup. and 
got second money in the Manhattan and Dainger- 
field Handicaps. 

Busanda finished third in her first two races of 
1952. She then ran unplaced six times before again 
running third in her last race prior to the Diana 
Handicap. In the early part of the Diana, Busanda 
raced just off the pace set by Dixie Flyer. As Dixie 
Flyer tired at the head of the stretch and dropped 
back to last, Busanda went to the front and out- 
finished Nilufer by more than a length. Nilufer, 
the only 3-year-old filly in the field, forced the pace 
from the start and was a half-length in front of 
Valadium at the wire.

Advance Guard: Slow Starter 
But a Very Strong Finisher 


The marvelous stretch-running ability 
of Stymie drew a great amount of pub- 
licity and aroused the admiration of the 
race-going public. It seems that the cur- 
rent racer. Intent. is on the same order. 

But 50 years ago there was a chestnut 
horse called Advance Guard which might 
have given these horses cards and spades 
and beaten them from a mile and a quar- 
ter on, That is where the similarity ends. 
for both Stymie and Intent have earnings 
up in six figures, while the son of *Great 
Tom—Nellie Van, by Enquirer, for all his 
48 wins in 162 starts. gleaned only $64.- 
387. But that. we must remember. was in 
the day of small purses, around 1902 
B. C. (Before Citation ). 

Advance Guard’s 2-year-old season was 
a modest one. He made his first start on 
April 17, 1899, at Aqueduct. and finished 
up the track by a wide margin. In fact. 
it was not until he had been to the post 
15 times that he succeeded in entering the 
winner's circle. This happened at Wind- 
sor on July 24, and to emphasize this vic- 
tory he came back three days later and 
won again, although he beat nothing of 
consequence in either race. At this time 
he was owned by T. H. Barrett and Com- 
pany. but at the end of the Canadian 
racing season he was bought by Alex 
Shields. who was in partnership at that 
time with another Canadian. a Mr. 
Carruthers. 

The big colt campaigned in California 
the following winter and didn’t do too 
badly. He won such races as the Tanforan 
Stakes. the Golden Gate and Pacific Union 
Handicaps. and some overnight races. 

He was taken back to Canada in the 
spring of his 3-year-old year and on May 
28 he won the Woodstock Stakes. a very 
good performance for a 3-year-old at that 
part of the season. He won under 127 
pounds, at 11g miles. Then at Fort Erie 
on June 12 he won the Canadian Derby. 
at 114 miles. again under 127 pounds and 
beating. among others, Sidney Lucas. 

The heat was terrific that summer. and 
it was said that the temperature was 
around 100 degrees when Sidney Lucas 
was shipped. in a boxcar. from Canada to 
Chicago for the American Derby. Pre- 
sumably Advance Guard was shipped 
under the same conditions. and the two 
horses met at Washington Park “on the 
twenty-third of June.” as the old song 
ran. Sidney Lucas, the iron horse from

Nashville, showed his heels to the field. 

The East first saw Advance Guard at 
Saratoga on August 11. The occasion was 
auspicious—he won. He was still a couple 
of years from his greatest fame, but he was 
a hard-knocking colt who campaigned 
from coast to coast and seemed to thrive 
on it. Distance was definitely his forte. 
but he was a tough horse to ride. the 
jockeys said. They called him “Jim Jef- 
freys.” after the man who was the kingpin 
of the prize ring at that time. 

George Odom. who won many races on 
him, once said: “Advance Guard wasn’t 
easy to handle. He had his peculiarities. 
Never a sprinter. he liked to be allowed 
to settle down to his work. to get into 
that long. swinging stride of his. before 
he went after his field. He usually trailed 
along near the rear during the first part 
of a race. and it took a lot of riding 
during that part of the journey to keep 
him within striking distance. Whenever 


you rode Advance Guard. you earned 
your fee.”

But as stated, 1902 was his big year, 
He won twice at Morris Park in the spring, 
In his second victory he carried 129 
pounds in the Jockey Club Weight-for. 
Age Stakes. Then came the race many 
thought he should have won. He lost. but 
to this day his performance ranks as one 
of the greatest efforts ever made by a 
horse. It was in the Brooklyn Handicap, 
for which he was the favorite, carrying 
117 pounds. After a rough trip he was 
nosed out by the mare Reina (104). Win. 
nie O'Connor was on the mare. and he 
waved his whip in front of Advance 
Guard's nose all during their final struggle, 

Despite this defeat. Advance Guard was 
considered one of the big horses of his 
day. and the roster of his further stakes 
wins was embellished by victories in such 
as the Bay Ridge Handicap, the Saratoga 
Cup. the Champlain Handicap. the Mu- 
nicipal Handicap, and the Morris Park 
Autumn Weight-for-Age. In the last- 
named race he carried 124 pounds over 
the 214-mile distance and beat the Amer- 
ican Derby winner Wyeth (111) and his 
old rival Blues (124). This was the time 
that Bill Shields and Tom Welsh were in 
the centerfield wig-wagging their jockeys, 
Odom on Advance Guard and Jack Martin 
on Blues. on how to rate their mounts. 
Martin misunderstood the signals and let 
Blues step right along. while Odom let 
Advance Guard choose his own way of run- 
ning. This was the final race for the old 
campaigner, and he was retired to stud 
duty at his owner’s farm in Bound Brook, 
N. J. I never heard that he got anything 
worth a nickel, and I think he ended up 
with the Remount Bureau. So the only way 
he lives on is in the memory of old-timers 
like me who fondly recall the days when, 
as Ty Cobb puts it. “men were men.”

Matron, etc.). Soon thereafter she was beaten 
a nose in the Rosedale Stakes, giving weight 
to the winner, but she disposed of the Rose- 
dale winner and others easily in the Demoiselle 
Stakes when she led all the way, holding a 
big margin at every pole. 


Optimism is a half sister to the stakes 
winner Slapdash (also a stakes winner at 2). 
Her dam is an unraced daughter of *Petron- 
nella, sister to stakes winner *Two Step and 
half sister to two stakes winners. 


Optimism’s first foal to live is a 1952 
filly by *Sirte. She was bred this year to 
First Fiddle.
